Among the problems facing 
the Congress is action on a bill 
submitted 
by 
Rep. 
Fra n k 
Thompson of New Jersey to re­ 
peal a law that prohibits the 
flying of k ites or ballons in 
the National Capital. 
We would all be in the dark , 
Congressman Thompson to 1 d 
his colleagues

Still, despite the unanswerable 
logic of his position, we are op­ 
posed to Mr. Thompson’s bill.

which has estimated at up - 
wrards of $100,000 a year. 
If this wise, protectiv e k ite 
flying restriction were to be 
repealed, and Congressmen and 
Senators were freed to accept 
the adv ice of their constituents 
in this regard, it would be next 
to impossible to 
assemble a 
quorum in either House or Sen­ 
ate at any time.

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Of all the grim records of 
v iolence 
and

mobile and its annual army of 
v ictims. 
Since the first horseless car­

armed forces suffered in the en­ 
tire Korean War. 
According to 
an authorita­ 
tiv e report by The Trav elers 
Insurance Companies, the na­ 
tion’s traffic death toll surged 
to an all-time high as a total 
of 42,700 men, women and chil­ 
dren died on our streets and 
highways. The annual country­ 
wide surv ey based on informa­ 
tion prov ided by' state motor 
v ehicle departments rev eal e d 
that the 1963 carnage topped the 
figure of nearly 40,00 persons 
k illed 
in 
1941 
a 
re c o r d 
high which 
I f >■ 
twenty 
years — and ev en surpassed 


the new record of 
40,500 deaths 
established in 1962. 
Incredibly, more persons hav e 
died on the highways than on 
our nation’s battlefields: more 
hav e been injured in auto ac­ 
cidents than in all the world’s 
wars combined. 
This roll call of highway fa­ 
talities is no secret document 
hidden from the public gaze. 
In newspapers 
and bulletins, 
legal and 
police 
reports, 
in 
courtrooms and judges' chamb­ 
ers, the names on the dishonor 
roll and their innocent v ictims 
are made k nown to all. And 
not the names alone, but t he 
catalogue of their deeds; driv ­ 
ing while drunk , speeding, v io­ 
lating the rules of the road, 
failure to dim lights, driv ing 
on the wrong side of the road, 
etc. 
These are a few of their of­ 
fenses. In an endless roll call 
the names are read, and the 
judgments giv en. Then, all too 
often, the dishonored heedless- 
by proceed to emblazon their 
names again on the shameful 
rec#d. 
What is the solution to this 
national 
disgrace? 
Obv iously 
no one has found it to date. 
Statistics, pledges and slogans 
hav e seemingly had little ef­ 
fect on the American public. 
None of these hav e 
brought 
about lasting improv ement in 
any 
segment 
of 
the 
basic 
problem. None of them hav e 
spark e that dead-serious per­ 
sonal commitment to greater 
care behind the wheel which 
is necessary if w'e are to re­ 
duce the spreading epidemic of 
traffic slaughter. 
When will 
we 
succeed 
in 
bringing the scourge of need­ 
less casualties under some de­ 
gree of control- Frank ly, no 
one really k nows the complete 
answer. . . 
Perhaps no significant im - 
orov ement can be expected un­ 
til the great majority 
of us 
learn to look the problem as 
a 
personal challenge rather than 
one which is primarily up to 
the other fellow'.

"amed Almon B. Strowger also

ber, not J ust any wrong num­ 
ber but the number of a riv al 
undertaker whose wife happen­ 
ed to be an operator in the 
telephone ex change. So Strow­ 
ger inv ented the automatic dial 
to end this sort of thing. 
If may comfort y ou to know 
that any body can hav e a wrong 
number.

NO COMMENT

By this time, It’s petty well 
known that Federal farm poli 
cies hav e weirdly distorted pro­ 
duction of American farm crops. 
What isn’t so well known is that 
we’v e been distorting the produc­ 
tion of the rest of the world 
as well. 
In the same mail last week 
arriv ed a Congressional Record 
in which Rep. Edward J . Der- 
winski (R-Ill.) complained that 
the international coffee agree­ 
ment is causing American house 
wiv es to pay an ex tra $600 mil­ 
lion a y ear for coffee—largely to 
Brazil—and a release from the 
Agriculture Department say ing 
that we’ll be shipping a lot of 
food to Brazil. 
In other words, we are engag­ 
ed in two programs relating to 
farming in Brazil. One encour­ 
ages them to grow coffee like 
crazy because we pricefix if for 
them, the other prov ides them 
with lard, food oils and feed 
grains subsidized by the Ameri­ 
can tax pay ers—items which sure 
ly they could produce for them­ 
selv es. 
And so we are going to a con 
siderable ex pense to warp the 
agricultural production of Bra 
zil, and a lot of other countries 
around the world in this instance 
and we hav e been doing it for 
many y ears in an ingenious v ar­ 
iety of way s. 
We hold down production of 
sugar in our own beet fields and 
cane fields in order to leav e a 
large market here for foreign 
producers. And we insist on pay 


ing them a premium abov e the 
world market price. 
This encourages a lot of sugar 
production, y ou may be sure. A 
certain amount of it we take 
at the premium price. The stim 
ulated ov erproduction, though, 
keeps the world market price 
low for all the other customers. 
In this case, we not only sub 
sidize foreign producers, we als 
means all other countries, in 
eluding the communitst, who buy 
sugar on the world market. 
America is such a large pro 
ducer and consumer of all kinds 
of farm products that such man 
ipulatlons create enormous chan 
ges in production ev ery where. 
When we began to support the 
price of cotton. Cotton prices 
went up all ov er the world as 
a consequence. Higher prices 
meant that it was possible to 
grow cotton at a profit in plac 
es that nev er could do so be 
fore. Naturally , acreages abroad 


ex panded rapidly , tforld con 
sumption of cotton has grown 
enormously , but our plans ra 
tioned the amount American pro 
ducers could grow, and our prie 
es effectiv ely limited the amount 
we could sell. 
So we send subsidized “ Food 
for Peace” shipments to nations 
whose farmers are busy grow 
ing cotton for ex poii la compo 
tition with our farmers rather 
than the food they need for in­ 
ternal consumption. 
Confusion 
is 
compounded 
when other Gov ernment sup­ 
port of American farm 
prod 
ucts, and at the same time we 
make direct grants to many for 
eign countries for programs to 
ex pand their own farm produa 
tion. 
There is one, and only one, 
consistent policy . No matter 
which program it is, y ou, tha 
American tax pay er, will pay tha 
bills.

The Washington Merry -Go-Round 


Washington — About eight 
hours after Barry Goldwater de­ 
liv ered his bitter diatribe aganst 
the Johnson administration and 
his pledge to mak e Communism 
“Giv e way to the forces of free­ 
dom,” an interesting back stage 
incident occurred at the white 
house. 
It indicated that President 
Johnson is not going to be 
stampeded away from peace by 
Goldwater. 
Ov er a month ago, Johnson 
had work ed out an agreement 
with Sov iet Russia to exchange 
information regarding the de­ 
salting of water. This is some­ 
thing Johnson started work ing 
on as a senator when he and 
senators Clint Anderson <D., 
Mex.) and Clair Engle (D., Ca­ 
lif. ) pushed the first bill through 
Congress to set up research 
plants for de-salting water. 
At that time Sen. Johnson 
told congress that if man could 
mak e salt water into fresh the 
desserts would be made to bloom 
lik e a rose, and the Arid coun­ 
tries of North Africa, Israel, 
the Arab states could feed their 
people. 
It was twelv e years ago — 
1952 — when congress first au­ 
thorized a $2,000,000 experimen­ 
tal program. The Eisenhower 
administration, which came ito 
office next year, chopped off 
this money, though later secre­ 
tary of the interior Fred Seaton 
restored it 
Finally in 1961, the program 
became so impotant that Ken­ 
nedy approv ed the $75,000,000 
Anderson-Aspinwall bill for de­ 
salting research through 1967. 
Giv e Them The Plans 
The recent exchange of infor­ 
mation with Russia was a con­ 
tinuation of this program. 
Last week the Russian dele­ 
gation, headed by Alek sander 
I. Churin, arriv ed in the Unit­ 
ed States and began its confer­ 
ences with American scientists, 
including white house science 
adv iser Dr. Donald Hoi nig. Both 
sides were fank and the talk s 
were profitable. 
But since the United States 
ha9 experimental 
plants 
at 
Freeport, Texas. Webster, S. 0.. 
Roswell. N. Mex.. and San Die­ 
go, Calif., it became necessary 
to arrange transportation for 
the v isiting Russians. 
A white house aide came in to 
see the president to explain the 
jxroblem 
“If we giv e the Russians one 
of our planes we’ll get critized 
by Goldwater.” the president 
was warned. 
“HeR ’ re plr'1 the nresidrt, 
“We’ll J'Tat our v Hito'- the wav 
we'v e always treated ’em re- 
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gardlcss of Goldwater. 
He ok ayed the use of 
a White 
House plane. 
Note—Those close to the pre­ 
sident say he is not going to cut 
the “Hot line” between Wash­ 
ington and Moscow regardles 
of the GOP platform, and will 
not be deterred an inch from 
his quest for peace. To friends 
he quotes the late speak er Sam 
Rayburn who used to drawl: 
“I’d rather talk than fight.” 
Origin of the Kennedy s 
Song-and-dance man George 
Murphy, now runing for the sen­ 
ate from California, boasted to 
friends that his connections with 
the Kennedys go further back 
than these of his Democratic 
riv al, Pierre Salinger. 
Murphy claimed his father, 
Mik e, was a crony of the late 
president 
Kennedy’s 
colorful 
granddad. “Honey” Fitzgerald. 
They conspired together to 
marry Honey Fitz’s daughter. 
Rose, to a British yacnt owner 
named Lipton. Their uterior pur­ 
pose, according to Murphy, was 
to gain acess to Lipton’s yacht 
for fishing trips. 
But Rose chose her own hus­ 
band, Joe Kennedy, and pro­ 
duced the famous Kennedy fam­ 
ily. 
Barry -Go-Round 
Sen. Goldwater has told aides 
grimly that Republican liberals 
can earn a place in the party 
by 
getling 
tlieir 
big-honey 
friends in the east to contribute 
to his campaign. Goldwater has 
set a goal of $12 million—almost 
$11 million more than the party 
now has in the bank —Jack ie 
Robinson of the old Brook lyn 
Dodgers, who has been serv ing 
on Gov . Rock efeller’s political 
staff, has notified Rock y he can 
no longer remain a republican 
and will now encourage hs fel­ 
low negroes to regster as demo­ 
crats and v ote for Johnson. Bar­ 
ry Goldwater Jr. denied v igor­ 
ously to friends that the Gold- 
waters are anti-negro. He claim­ 
ed he went on his first deer hunt 
as the only white boy with 14 
negroes—all the republican ora­ 
tors who spok e against the John 
Birch Society were deluged with 
abusiv e wires, letters and phone 
calls. Ugly threats of v iolence 
were made against Gov ernors 
Rock efeller and Hatfield or Ore­ 
gon. Ev en ex-president Eisen­ 
hower receiv ed sev eral nasty 
notes and calls the v ote of Sen. 
Margaret 
Smith 
of 
Maine 
against ratification of the test- 
ban 
treaty 
didn’t 
pay 
off 
Friends explain that Mrs. Smith 
who has been strong for peace in 
the past, v oted against testban 
treaty because she had been led 
to bclii v e she migM be Sen. 
Goldwater s running mate. But 


at San Francisco Sen. Smith 
was left high and dry. 
Dr. Walter Heller, chainnan 
of the President’s council 
of ec­ 
onomic adv isers, has placed a 
significant memo on 
his desk 
which may be the indirect an­ 
swer to Sen. Bary Goldwater. 
It presents some important ec­ 
onomic accomplishments sine • 
Lyndon B. Johnson entered tha 
White House. 
Some of these figures hav e al­ 
ready come out from the Com­ 
merce Department and oth e 
r 
gov ernment agencies, but added 
together they present a signi­ 
ficant economic picture. 
Significant is the report that 
the av erage income of a family 
of four went up almost 
$370 dur­ 
ing the eight 
months of the 
Johnson Administration aft e 
r 
taxes. This is an unprecedent­ 
ed increase. 
The White House is not going 
to mak e any comparisons, but 
this figure could be an answer 
to white work ers in the big cit­ 
ies who hav e announced they 
will v ote for Goldwater because 
of Negro competition for their 
jobs. 
Another figure on the Presi­ 
dent’s desk show's that stock 
v alues hav e increased in v alue 
by $100 billions during the eight 
months since Nov ember. 
Personal income is up $20 bil­ 
lions, while corporations profits 
are up for an increase of $3*4 
billion in the last eight months.

years — and even surpassed 


the new record of 40,500 deaths 
established in 1962. 
Incredibly, more persons have 
died on the highways than on 
our nation’s battlefields: more 
have been injured in auto ac­ 
cidents than in all the world’s 
wars combined. 
This roll call of highway fa­ 
talities is no secret document 
hidden from the public gaze. 
In newspapers 
and bulletins, 
legal and 
police 
reports, 
in 
courtrooms and judges’ chamb­ 
ers, the names on the dishonor 
roll and their innocent victims 
are made knowm to all. And 
not the names alone, but t h e 
catalogue of their deeds; driv­ 
ing while drunk, speeding, vio­ 
lating the rules of the road, 
failure to dim lights, driving 
on the wrong side of the road, 
etc. 
These are a few of their of­ 
fenses. In an endless roll call 
the names are read, and the 
judgments given. Then, all too 
often, the dishonored heedless- 
by proceed to emblazon their 
names again on the shameful 
rer^-d. 
What is the solution to this 
national 
disgrace? 
Obviously 
no one has found it to date. 
Statistics, pledges and slogans 
have seemingly had little ef­ 
fect on the American public. 
None of these have 
brought 
about lasting improvement in 
any 
segment 
of 
the 
basic 
problem. None of them have 
sparke that dead-serious per­ 
sonal commitment to greater 
care behind the wheel which 
is necessary if wre are *o re­ 
duce the spreading epidemic of 
traffic slaughter. 
When will 
we 
succeed 
in 
bringing the scourge of need­ 
less casualties under some de­ 
gree of control- Frankly, no 
one really knows the complete 
answer. . . 
Perhaps no significant im - 
orovement can be expected un­ 
til the great majority 
of us 
learn to look the problem as a 
personal challenge rather than 
one which is primarily up to 
the other fellow'.

NO COMMENT

By this time, It’s petty well 
known that Federal farm poll 
cies have weirdly distorted pro­ 
duction of American farm crops. 
What isn’t so well known is that 
we’ve been distorting the produc­ 
tion of the rest of the world 
as well. 
In the same mail last week 
arrived a Congressional Record 
in which Rep. Edward J. Der- 
winski fR-Ill.) complained that 
the international coffee agree­ 
ment is causing American house 
wives to pay an extra $600 mil­ 
lion a year for coffee—largely to 
Brazil—and a release from the 
Agriculture Department saying 
that we’ll be shipping a lot of 
food to Brazil. 
In other words, v/e are engag­ 
ed in two programs relating to 
farming in Brazil. One encour­ 
ages them to grow coffee like 
crazy because we pricefix if for 
them, the other provides them 
with lard, food oils and feed 
grains subsidized by the Ameri­ 
can taxpayers -items which sure 
ly they could produce for them­ 
selves. 
And so we are going to a con 
siderable expense to warp the 
agricultural production of Bra 
zil, and a lot of other countries 
around the world in this instance 
and v/e have been doing it for 
many years in an ingenious var­ 
iety of ways. 
We hold down production of 
sugar in our own beet fields and 
cane fields in order to leave a 
large market here for foreign 
producers. And we insist on pay 


ing them a premium above the 
world market price. 
This encourages a lot of sugar 
production, you may be sure. A 
certain amount of it we take 
at the premium price. The stim 
ulated overproduction, though, 
keeps the world market price 
low for all the other customers. 
In this case, we not only sub 
sidize foreign producers, we els 
means all other countries, in 
eluding the communitst, who buy 
sugar on the world market. 
America is such a large pro 
ducer and consumer of all kinds 
of farm products that such man 
ipulations create enormous chan 
ges in production everywhere. 
When we began to support the 
price of cotton. Cotton prices 
went up all over the world as 
a consequence. Higher prices 
meant that it was possible to 
grow cotton at a profit in plac 
e? that never could do so be 
fore. Naturally, acreages abroad 


expanded rapidly, fforld con 
sumption of cotton has grown 
enormously, but our plans ra 
tioned the amount American pro 
ducers could grow, and our pric 
es effectively limited the amount 
we could sell. 
So we send subsidized “Food 
for Peace” shipments to nations 
whose farmers are busy grow 
ing cotton for expoii In compn 
tition with our farmers rather 
than the food they need for in­ 
ternal consumption. 
Confusion 
is 
compounded 
when other Government sup­ 
port of American farm 
prod 
ucts, and at the same time w« 
make direct grants to many for 
eign countries for programs to 
expand their own farm produt 
tion. 
There is one, and only one, 
consistent 
policy. 
No 
matter 
which program it is, you, the 
American taxpayer, will pay the 
biUs.

The Washington Meny-Go-Round 


Washington — About 
eight 
hours after Barry Goldwater de­ 
livered his bitter diatribe aganst 
the Johnson administration and 
his pledge to make Communism 
“Give way to the forces of free­ 
dom,” an interesting backstage 
incident occurred at the white 
house. 
It indicated that President 
Johnson is not going to be 
stampeded away from peace by 
Goldwater. 
Over a month ago, Johnson 
had worked out an agreement 
with Soviet Russia to exchange 
information regarding the de­ 
salting of water. This is some­ 
thing Johnson started working 
on as a senator when he and 
senators Clint Anderson 
»D., 
Mex.) and Clair Engle (D., Ca­ 
lif. ) pushed the first bill through 
Congress to set up research 
plants for de-salting water. 
At that time Sen. 
Johnson 
told congress that if man could 
make salt water into fresh the 
desserts would be made to bloom 
like a rose, and the Arid coun­ 
tries of North Africa, Israel, 
the Arab states could feed their 
people. 
It was twelve years ago — 
1952 — when congress first au­ 
thorized a $2,000,000 experimen­ 
tal program. The Eisenhower 
administration, which came ito 
office rcxt year, chopped off 
this money, though later secre­ 
tary of tlie interior Fred Seaton 
restored it 
Finally in 1961, the program 
became so impotant that Ken­ 
nedy approved the $75,000,000 
Anderson-Aspinwall bill for de­ 
salting research through 1967. 
Give Them The Plans 
The recent exchange of infor­ 
mation with Russia was a con­ 
tinuation of this program. 
Last week the Russian dele­ 
gation, headed by Aleksander 
I. Churin, arrived in the Unit­ 
ed States and began its confer­ 
ences with American scientists, 
including white house science 
adviser Dr. Donald Hornig. Both 
sides were fank and the talks 
were profitable. 
But since the United States 
has

go, Calif., it became necessary 
to arrange transportation for 
the visiting Russians. 
A white house aide came in to

by Goldw’atcr,” the president 
was warned. 
“Hell ’ re p lr'1 the oresidet, 
“We’ll '"eat our vi«ite** the wav 
we’ve always treated ’em re- 
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gardless of Goldwater. 
He okayed the use of a White 
House plane. 
Note—Those close to the pre­ 
sident say he is not going to cut 
the “Hot line” between Wash­ 
ington and Moscow regardles 
of the GOP platform, and will 
not be deterred an inch from 
his quest for peace. To friends 
he quotes the late speaker Sam 
Rayburn who used to drawl: 
“I’d rather talk than fight.”

Involving some 90.000 Army 
and Air Force personnel of the United States Strike Com­ 
mand (USSTRICOM), and National Guard and Reserve 
forces was held In the desert area of Southern Califomla- 
Nev ad a-Arizona, May 17-30. 
Realism was the keynote. For exercise DESERT STRIKE, 
a hypothetical situation was created, with two principal, 
but theoretical countries established: CALONIA. on the 
west of the Colorado River, and NEZONA on the east. 


According to the scenario: 
The international border between the two m ajor powers 
was the Colorado River extending between the two countries 
from Mexico through the maneuver area to Las Vegas, Ne­ 
vada. and from there north to another hypothetical, neutral 
country. 


For the purpose of the exercise, a situation developed be­ 
tween the two countries over water rights in the Colorado 
River watershed south of Las Vegas. 
Ten years ago. the United Nations Intervene In this same 
dispute by establishing a ten-m ile demilitarized zone around 
two large dams, and thus controlled the flow of water in 
an attem pt to appease both countries. 


Recently, Nezona became dissatisfied with Its share of 
the water and seized the two dams. Nezona felt justified, 
having had ownership of the lantj prior to World W ar I. 
Opposing forces were the Joint Task Force Phoenix on 
the Nezona side snd Joint Task Force Mojave on the Cal­ 
onia side.
